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Seven Towns United 
In Aid Of Veterans 


At Turners Falls on Sunday after- 
noon, March 18th, an important meet- 
ing of Rehabilitation officials of seven 
towns, including Montague, Sunder- 
land, Bernardston, Gill, Erving, Lev- 
erett and Northfield, mét and decided 
to form a Veterans Center. It will 
offer to over 2000 servicemen of this 
war from these towns assistance in 
vocational, financial, educational and 
legal matters. Also to assist them to 
obtain all the guarantees and rights 
to which they are entitled. Ross L. 
Spencer, a member of the Board of 
Selectmen and rehabilitation officer 
for Northfield represented this town 
at' the meeting which has been duly 
organized with officers for the coming 
year. This center is the second of its 
kind to be organized in the state and 
it is expected that the towns will 
contribute to its support and main- 
tenance. Headquarters will probably 
be located at Turners Falls.
